forme  us  wdiat  grounds  you  have  for  yo''  Suspitions  ag®'  him, 
tho  you  press  us  to  Shew  him  tlie  Strictness  due  only  to  Traters 
&  Murderers — 

Therefore  Gentlemen  we  do  expect  that  if  you  have  any 
Lett''* :  depositions  or  other  informac'ons  concerning  M'^  Child 
you  lay  them  before  us,  that  from  theme  we  may  Collect  whether 
his  Offence  is  Bailable  or  not.  for  otherwise  we  fall  into  an 
Error  against  the  Intent  both  of  Law  and  Justice,  and  when 
we  are  so  inform'd  there  will  be  no  need  to  importune  us  either

know  yt  he  Hath  Officiated  to  y^  Satiesfaction  &  Content  of  the 
Goverment  &  his  parishioners.
